On account of the large number of pupils at the South, 
it was necessary to open another school. This included the 
primary grades only and was located in the old store build- 
ing which was modified to meet school needs. This year 


it was not necessary to continue this school as the number 
of pupils diminished. 
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From the above table the following may be noted: 
1. Each school lost one or two days’ time. 


2. The number of pupils and average membership have 
increased nearly ten. This probably is not a permanent 
condition. In fact the number of pupils has already fallen 
to about its former figure. | | 


3. There was a considerable drop in per cent of at- 
tendance except at the Mills School where the figure is 
good. 


4. The amount of tardiness has more than doubled ex- 
cept in the Mills School where it was practically nothing. 


We would urge parents to continue to insist upon punc- 
tuality in their children. It is good business and life train- 


ing.
